Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: bluttooth 
(page 7 line 12). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102[e] as being anticipated by Stanley 
et al [Stanley 6,061.746] 

4. As per claim 1 , Stanley discloses a double interfaced storage communication 
network card [Stanley col 9 line 34] with a communication protocol device [Stanley col5 
line 5-16], a first interface and a first signal transmission end disposed at the front end 
thereof for inserting in the interface insert slot [Stanley col 12 lines 25-54] so as, to 
support the application demand and a receiving space disposed inside for 
accommodating a circuit board [Stanley motherboard col 1 1 lines 47-53], a chip [col 8 
lines 34-44] and a memory body [col 9 lines 10-15], is characterized that: 

a communication protocol device is disposed at the relative end of the first 
interface [Stanley 1394 link interface, col 5 line 5-16]]; 
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a second interface and a second signal transmission end for connecting a 
computer CPU system [Stanley col 9 lines 5-10]; 

a micro control chip is disposed on the circuit board [Stanley col 7 lines 40-54]; 

the said micro control chip automatically detects [Stanley col 8 lines 34-44], 
judges and supporting the action signals of the first and the second interfaces; when 
any of the signal transmission end of the first or the second interface provides action 
signals, the micro control chip orders the circuit board or other electronic components to 
support the instructional action of the first or the second signal transmission end 
[Stanley col 12 lines 55— col 13 line 11]. 

5. As per claim 2, Stanley discloses the storage communication device includes at 
least a peripheral product corresponding with the regulations of the PC card and the CF 
card as inherent feature of Network interface device [Stanley col 9 lines 5-10]. 

6. As per claim 3, Stanley discloses the communication device includes at least the 
USB and the 1394 devices [Stanley USB- 150, 1394PHY-125 Fig 1]. 

7. As per claim 4, Stanley discloses the second signal transmission end connects 
the signal transmission cable for connecting the computer CPU system [Stanley col 9 
lines 5-10] 

8. As per claim 5, Stanley discloses the peripheral products corresponding with the 
regulations of the PC card and the CF card includes at least the memory card, the 
digital card, various types of converter cards (or apparatuses) for the memory cards, the 
cabled and the wireless network cards as well as the bluetooth card (or wireless 
communication card) as inherent feature of network interface card using 1394 or USB.
